Construction of Water System Tower Underway

By December 1977 Grayling residents will have a 
new water tower. The old structure which holds 
100.000 gallons will be replaced by a mushroom-shap- 
ed tower similar to Gaylord’s. and will hold 300.000 
gallons of water. 

According to City Treasurer Al Schreiner, the 
construction project will give Grayling “better fire 
protection. looped lines, and more sustained flow.” 
Schreiner also stated that the old tower would be shut 
down, cleaned and repainied, then pui bach iio 
service as a back up system in the event of power 
failure. 

Plans now fix the new structure's location at the 
newly developed industrial park east of the city. 
Hopefully this new water sysiem will help to attract 
businesses to the area, Schreiner said.

Another advantage to the new systern is that it will 
have its own generator so that in the event of a power 
failure, similar to last spring's 9-hour blackout, city 
residents will be able to have water in their homes, he 
stated. 

Presentty, six different contractors are working on 
the new system. The cost of the water improvement 
project, according to Schreiner, will be $688,000. 80% 
of that figure will be paid by the Econornic Develop- 
ment Administration, and the other 26% of the cast 
wilt bE paid bY ihe City. 

The only disadvantage to the new water tower may 
be to pranksters. The mushroom-shaped structure will 
have an inside entryway. There will be no ladder on the 
outside, and vandals will have to go elsewhere to paint 
slogans and numerals, unless they can find some way 
to come in by helicopter, Schreiner added.

The 
fishing action has been coud otf 
Harnsvitie, anaut one mite, and 
one now and then being caught 
around the piet and in the 
mouth cf the AuSable River. 

On the hunting scene in an 
intemmew with District Game 
Brologist Ray Perez we find ihe 
grouse (partridge) population to 
be down in most areas with 
Ogemaw County being the only 
bright spot. however. the local 
woadcock population is quite 
good according to DNR of- 
ficials. 

The huge rabbit population 
has caused a large increase in 
the amount of predators suth as 
fox and coyote. in the county. 
This seems to be taking a very 
high toll on our young grouse 
population. The fali trappers 
should do well and help bring 
these predators back in check. 

For you blackberry pickers, 
the rain seems to nave saved a 
portion of the crop, with berries 
being very sweet in areas where 
they received enough moisture. 
They seem to be quite spotty 
with low Jying areas producing 
better and quite a few green 
ones still on the vines.

Labor Day 


ST. IGNACE—The Bicenten- 
nial Bridge Walk, better known 
as the 19th Annual Labor Day 
Morning Mackinac Bridge Walk, 
is scheduled for Monday, Sep- 
tember 6, at 7:30 a m. 

As they have for the past 
seven years, the Governor and 
Mrs. William Milliken will lead 
from 20,000 to 25,000 persons 
in what has come to be known 
as the “world’s greatest walking 
event” over the Straits of Mack- 
inac from St. Ignace to Mack- 
inaw City. 

In recognition of the nation's 
bicentennial, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars state color guard, 
led by their commander, Cecil 
McGoon, will also be at the 
starting line. 

This is the only time of the 
year that pedestrians are per- 
mitted on the Mackinac Bridge. 

The 146th Military Police 
Battalion under the command of 
Lt. Col. Charles R. Ferguson 
will nrovida tiaffie cantral along 
with the local city, county and 
state police and the Mackinac 
Bridge personnel, The Nationa! 
Guard will be stationed along 
the Bridge to assure the safety 
of Bridge walkers and the 
smooth movement of Bridge 
traffic. 

Bridge walkers are urged to 
make their own arrangements 
for arriving at the starting line, 
the Fare Plaza on the north side 
ot the Bridge. Buses from 
Mackinaw City vii! be available, 
but past experience indicates 
that the long tines of persons 
waiting for passage may result 
in as much as two hours delay. 
The fare is .5Cc. 

Bridge viliciais suggest driv- 
ing a carload of Bridge walkers 
across the Bridge to the starting 
line and leaving the car at the 
Fare Plaza parking lot; then 
returning after the Bridge walk 
when the buses are not crowded 
to pick up the car. 

No one will be permitted to 
start the walk after 10:00 a.m. 
The walkers occupy the two 
east lanes of the Bridge, while 
north and south bound traffic 
share the two west lanes of the 
Bridge. At approximately 10:00 
a.m. north-bound traffic will 
use the inside lane on the east 
side and walkers will be squeez- 
ed into the outside lane. This 
procedure is necessary in order 
to avoid iong iineups and deiay 
of cars southbound on Labor 
Day morning. 

Bridge officials also point out 
that there ara no relief statinns 
on the Fare Plaza or on the 
Bridge and that Bridge waikers 
should take this into consider- 
ation prior to commencing the 
one or two hour trek. 

Troop #127, Hiawathaland 
Council of Boy Scauis will be 
distributing mumbered  certifi- 
cates to all walkers completing 
the trek attesting to same. 
Prizes valued at more than 
31500 are keyed to the numbers 
on each certificate and awarded 
to lucky winners by the mer- 
chants and Chamber of Com- 
merce of Mackjnaw City. 

Preceding the general Bridge 
walk there wiil be novice races 
conducted by the International 
Waikers Association, 
sponsored the first Bridge walk 
in 1958. These races commence 
at 7:15 a.m. Trophies will be 
awarded to four classitications: 
men and women, heys and 
girls. Registration is necessary 
to narticipate in this event 
Persons interested may sign up 
at the Bridge Plaza {north side)

these races; or they may write 
to the International Walkers 
Association, 569 Cornell Ave- 
nue. East Lansing. Michigan 
48823. Registration fee is .50c. 

Marching bands, boy scout 
troops and community promo- 
tion groups are encouraged to 
participate in the Bridge walk. 
However, running; jogging, rol- 
ler skating and any loco 
other than walking are prohibit- 
ed during the general bridge 
walk. 

Since this is an election year, 
it is expected that there will be 
considerable campaign hoopla 
and cid fashioned political 
parading to entertain and attract 
Bridge walkers to the candi- 
dates for public office.

ihe Spirit of “76, a spucially- 
painted Bicentennial locomo- 
tive, is now in operation for the 
Detroit and Mackinac. The loco- 
motive, the 976. was painted in 
a red, white and blue design 
created by John Endean of 
Saginaw in honur of the nation’s 
Bicentennial celebration. 

The locomotive division of 
Morrison - Knudsen of Boese, 
idaho, painted the engine as 
well as remanufactured it. The 
Bicentennial iocomotive was 
rebuilt by Morrison - Knudsen 
from a Long Island TES6 boiler- 
type engine into a new Alco 
2,000 horsepower diesel engine. 
Because the locomotive was 
rebuilt from a boiler engine, it 
stands sligntiy higher than ihe 
rest of the diesel engines in the 
Detroit and Mackinac fleet.

Michigan's medicaid program 
often praised as a moda! of 
efficiency, looks Itke it’s full of 
holes. A recent auait by the 
Auditor General found 41 sap. 
arate instances where recom- 
mendations were needed 10 
improve the system tO reduce 
mtSuse and {6 make certain that 
state money was properly used 
No over-all price tay on the 
potential savings was offered 

There are. however, same 
Ciucs and a Cical mudscabion tal 
the total savings to Michigan 
taxpayers could run into the 
milfions of uollars on a program 
now costing more than $600 
million a year in state and 
iederal funds. 

In one area alone. that uf 
recovering from third - party 
juncs, the estimate is that the 
polenlial savings is about $23 
million a year Insteac. the 
Department of Social Services 
recouped about $3 million over 
ihe two-year period of the audit. 

Thera are many other in- 
stances of needed improvement 
in the system. What the report 
Is Saying. in short, is that the 
taxpayers should not bear the 
full !oad of medicaid costs. that 
the state should exhaust other 
potential sources to help meet 
the total. 

This is just one more area of 
our total governmental system 
tiddled with abuse. fraud and 
errors. I'm tired of hearing and 
reading abeut how bad our 
system is and want to see 
changes made to eliminate 
these abuses and errors.

USDA-FDA Request Home 
Canning Data From Magazine

The U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) and Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) have taken issue with the home canning 
« recommendations made in an article in the June issue of Consumer 
Reports magazine. 

Consumers are advised in the article to increase pressure and 
reduce cooking time when canning foods at home. 

Both agencies recommend that until the Consumer Reports 
recommendations are “scientitically determined to be adequate to 
assure destruction of microorganisms” that consumers who sen 
jood at home should continue to rely on the standard pressure and

processing authorities. 

Time and cooking pressure are very important because Dacia 
which cause food poisoning, such as botulina toxin, can develop in 
improperly processed foods, government officials said. 

Most cases of food poisoning in the U.S., including botulism, 
are traced to improperly home canned foods. 

In a telegram to Consumers Union of the United States, Inc., 
Mat. Vernon, NLY., publisher of Consumer Reports magazine, the 
USDA and FDA requested an opportunity to review “any data to 
support such a broad reduction in processing.’ 

The Cooperative Extension Service has available publications 
on the home canning of fruits, vegetables, pickles, relishes, meat 

‘and pultry. The times and temperatures recommended in these 
publications (HG-8, Home Canning of Fruits and Vegetables; 
HG-92, Making Pickles and Relishes at Home; and HG-106, Home 
Canning of Meat and Poultry) have been scientifically tested in 
laboratories and have proven to be safe and effective over the years.

Use Care On 
Generators 


CADILLAC — Extreme care 
must be taken with standby 
generators to avoid feedback 
into the electric system of 
Consumers Power Company, 
W. C. Allen, the company’s 
district manager, advised cus- 
tomers today. 

Without proper switching e- 
quipment to close off the power 
line, feedback from the genera- 
tor could shock and = injure 
Consumers Power linemen who 
are working on the company's 
equipment. 

Many customers in rural and 
outlying suburban areas have 
standby portable hore generat- 
ing units for use during those 
infrequent occasions when reg- 
ular éleciric service is inier- 
rupted because of severe storms 
or an accident. 

The March ice storm that 
paralyzed much of Michigan 
caused many more residents to 
consider installing home gen- 
erators. 

In all cases the company’s 
supply must be isolated from 
the point that is served by the 
home generator plant during the 
time the home generator is in 
operation. 


“We insist that the customer. 


provide a double throw switch 
connected so that interconnec- 
tion between the customer's 
generation and the company 
system is impossible.” Allen 
said.

What happened to 
Dick Austin 


About the only real question of state- 
wide significance arising from Michi- 
gan's recent primary is this one — what 
on earth happened to Dick Austin? 

You will recall that Richard Austin, 
Michigan's incumbent Secretary of 
State, entered the Aug. 3 Democratic 
primary for United States Senate nomi- 
nation sharing historical similarity with 
acouple of prominent Republicans from 


the past — Alf M. Landon in 1936 and 


Thomas E. Dewey in 1948. 

Like Landon and Dewey, Mr. Austin 
was so far ahead in the public opinion 
polis as to be unbeatable. And like 
Landon and Dewey before him, Dick 
Austin woke up on the day after the 
voters went to work without the victory 
the polls had promised him. 

In fact, U.S. Rep. Don Riegle buried 
Austin under a 100,000 vote margin. 

The question is “why,” and the 
answer has been tackled so far by a 
score or more of Michigan political 
pundits. 

The Almanack can add little more to 
what has been widely suggested so far. 

Austin certainly was hurt by the 
widespread publicity about the branch 
manager “donation” practice — the 
so-called political kick-back scheme. 
Austin didn't inaugurate tne system, 
but he benefitted from it. Publicity 
about this long-standing practice cer- 
tainly hurt Austin. 

Then there was his age, a contract 
which Mr. Riegle deftly used to his 
advantage. 

And third, Richard Austin is black; 
without a doubt in my mind, his 
blackness hurt his political chances. 

Any of these Austin stumbling 
blocks, by itself, was probably not 
enough to make the polls out as liars; 
but combined, they did in the honorable 
Mr. Austin at the ballot box. 

Add one more Austin problem: Dick 
Austin is not an exciting person. He 
comes across, either in person or in his 
media projections, as what he is — a 
nice guy, soft-spoken, respectable, 
calm, competent ... but rather unex- 
citing. 

Cross this with Mr. Riegle’s rah-rah, 
hell-bent-for-leather style, and the 
Gontiasi is stark.

O'Hara, the other big-name Democrat in 
the primary?

And there was Don Riegle, a man who 
entered Congress 10 years ago as a 
Republican, admitted at that time that 
some day he would like to be President, 
tried for a Republican nod for the 
Senate and was rebuffed by his 
then-party, switched to the Democratic 
side of the ledger in mid-stream, got 
elected a couple more 
Congress as a Democrat, and then 
jumped into the next available Senate 
primary under hts new party colors. 

No one has ever questioned Riegie’s 
ambition, or his ability or his energy. All 
of them played big parts in 
whopping win over Austin and U ‘Hara. 

Now comes the general election, and 
it will be two congressmen for the U.S. 
Senate — Democrat Riegle against 
Republican Marvin L. Esch of Ann 
Arbor, who, too, survived a four-man 
race for his party's nomination. 

Esch shares some of Austin’s bland- 
ness. For example, he commented after 
the primary, that his “goal” for the 
general election “is to relate to people's

At least, that's what the political polls 
indicate, and who can question political

ONE YOU CAN COUNT ON 
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Detroit — the focal point of 
British influence in the Old 
Northwest and, consequently, a 
primary target of American 
military strategists — seemed 
to be within easy reach of the 
rebels in the early months of 
1779. 

George Hogers Ciark fad re- 
captured Fort Sackville at Vin- 
cennes in February, had sent Lt. 
Gov. Henry Hamilton off to jail 
at Williamsburg, and now eag- 
erly anticipated an assault on 
Detroit. The new British fortifi- 
cation being erected there by 
Captain Richard Lernoutt had 
not yet been completed, but it 
was in the final stages of 
construction — nevertheless, 
Clark was confident that Uetroit 
would soon be added to his 
string of conquests. 

Clark's recent successes in 
the West now had the British on 
the defensive, and reports and 
rumors of impending rebel! as- 
saults on Michilimackinac and 
Detroit deepened tne gloom at 
those places. Thus, the. red- 
coats scralched their own plans 
for offensive action in 1779 
against colonial forces at Vin- 
cennes and Fort Pitt. Two 
probes to the west of Lake 
Michigan by Indians under the 
leadership of Frenchmen sym- 
pathetic ta the British were 
undertaken but were soon call- 
ed off. One, led by Charles 
Langlade, headed for the rebel- 
held posts in the Illinois country 
. but ended at Milwaukee “when 
the Indians wouldn't go farther. 
Another Frenchman, ~ Gautier, 
led 200 braves from Green Bay 
down the Fox, Wisconsin and 
Mississippi rivers to the mouth 
ot Rock River where he learned 
of Hamilton's capture and turn- 
ed back. 

Meanwhile, Captain Daniel 
Maurice Godefroy de Linctat 
had gone up the Illinois River 
with about 40 men to persuade 
the Indians of that region to 
remain neutral and to serve as a 
diversion {rom the math ‘rebel 
force which would marek” ‘to 
‘Detroit. 

British Lt. Thomas Bennett 
was seni from Michilimackinac 
at the end of May with orders to 
stop de Linclot. But when he 

reached Fort St. Joseph at 

present-day Niles, Michigan, 
indian scouts that he had sent 
out heard from other Indians 
about the anticipated American 
attack. A panic resulted, and 
nearly all of them deserted. 

Captain Alexander McKee and 

_ several hundred indians uiso 
left Michilimackinac and got as 
far as Fort St. Joseph where 
they heard a rumor that Clark 
was on his way to Detroit. They, 

100, promptly retreated. 

Boosting Clark's confidence 
of success in an expedition to 
Detroit was the news he re- 
ceived three days after captur- 
ing Vincennes that Virginia was 
sending him an additional 500 
men. He believed that hea could 
count on an additional two or 
three hundred Kentuckians and 
he requested John Bowman, the 
county lieutenant in Kentucky, 
to begin recruiting them. These

West, he had only 30 men with” 


him, therefore, with the expe- 
dition to Detroit scheduled to 
begin, Ciark had only about 36 
ill-equipped men at the rendez- 
vous point. 

“Never was a person more 
mortified than | was at this 
time,” Clark reported, ‘‘to see so 
fair an opportunity to push a 
victory — Detroit lost for want 
of a few men.’
